The answers to the questions from PPB concerning 
our Program Call are as follows: 

a. Question 1: All money spent by this office 
on external analysis support was placed in the 
research and analysis subcategory. In addition, 
the management support money allocated to the 
Applied Physics Division was also placed in this 
subcategory. The remainder of our management 
support money was placed in the estimative and 
current subcategory. 

It is difficult to make a clear distinction in the 
analytical process between these subcategories 
when you actually break down the hour by hour 
production effort of individual analysts . Some 
will spend 80 to 90% of their effort in one category 
whereas others will divide their efforts almost 
equally between research and analysis and esti- 
mative and current. Rather than attempt to make 
actual determinations , therefore , on how each 
analyst could be expected to spend his time over 
the next five years we derived the breakdown 
described above . Even though this may appear 
"arbitrary" it is a fairly accurate assessment 
which is based on the past and present expenditure 
of time by our analytical personnel.
